Attorney-General Returns From a 
Two-Weeks’ Stay in 
Florida.

Leo Spitale, Saloon Keeper, 
Shot. to Death in Home 
After Making Taunts 
About “Hazél.” 


Leo Spitale was so madly in love 
he “kidnaped” her when'she was 
only 14-years old. After they had 
been married 10 years, however, 


and had two children, Leo’s ardor 
waned and he boasted of his friend- 
ships with other women. Today he 
taunted his wife about one “Hazel” 
and threatened to kill his wife oh 
she did not seek a divorce. 

This is the synopsis of the aecy 
related to police by Mrs. Rosie 
Spitale, 24 years old, when, in re- 
sponse to her telephone message 
that she had killed a man, they 
went to her home at 6135 Shaw 
avenue and found her husband, 
Leo Spitale, 30, dead. 

Spitale, who conducted a bar at 
Jefferson avenue and Wash street 
and was:reputed to be well-to-do, 
had been shot five times. His body 
was removed to the morgue. Mrs. 
Spitale is in custody. 

There were no witnesses to. the 
shooting as the children—Mary, 8, 
and Charles, 6—had been sent out 
of the house by the mother, in 
anticipation of trouble, Mrs. Spitale 
told this story. 

Twe weeks ago, unable to bear 
Spitale’s boasts of his associations 
with other women, Mrs. Spitale: 
sued for separate mafntenance. 
Last evening Spitale came home 
and started a quarrel, then left. 
He returned at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, slept three hours, then went 
into the kitchen and shouted for 
his wife to come to him. 

Before entering the kitchen she 
looked and saw he was seated at 
a table, holding a revolver. She 
obtained a revolver and, holding 
it in her hand, went to him. Spitale 
asserted he had spent the evening

An organization 
known as the Kaights of the Figm- 
ing Circle, said to be opposed ‘to the 
Ku Klux Klan that has sought to 
dominate Williamson County, held 
a meeting in Herrin. It appears 
that several other policemen at- 
tended the meeting and arrested 
several of those present on charges 
or suspicion of bootlegging.

Less Painful Than Etjectrocution. 

They pronounced it less harrow- 
ing and less painful than electro- 
cution, hanging or shooting. 

Gee Jon seemed to be dead six 
minutes After the gas was turned 
on, but it was more than two hours 
before the chamber was considered 
free of gasand the physcians could 
get in to certify the man’s death. 
Some of the physicians thought 
death had ensued within a minute 
and the man’s head merely had 
continued to move as a muscular 
reaction. 

Two quarts of a hydrocyanic 
acid solution were used in the ex- 
lecution. The aci@, brought from 
Los Angeles by motor, because no 
railroad would take the deadly 
consignment, was sent through the 
floor of the room in a fine liquid 
spray. It was expected that the 
temperature of the death chamber 
was less’ than 50 degrees and that 
had it been 70 or more the acid 
would have vaporized more easily 
and death would have come even 
more swiftly than it did, The gas 
was allowed to remain in the cel 
for half an hour before tfle chem- 
ists started pumping if out. 

Quickest Known Method. 

Ss. C. Dinsmore, State chemist, 
who had recommended hydrocyan- 
ic as the most effective acid, was 
present at the execution. He said 
he considerea it the quickest known 
method of producing oblivion fol- 
lowed by death.

There is nothing more agonizing than terrible nausea and the 


retching of violent vomiting. 


It makes little difference what the 


fundamental cause may be, the symptoms are practically the same. 


The vomited material may be 
black or brown or clear like water. 
It may be blood, pure or mixed 
with food. It may be clotted blood 
or fluid colored green with bile. 

In yellow fever vomiting is 30 
prominent that the disease is some- 
times called “black vomit.” Alco- 
holism and poisoning from sewer 
gas are capable of producing vio- 
lent vomiting. In kidney disease 
there may be such poisoning of the 
eystem as to cause disturbing 
symptoms, including violent vom- 
iting. , 

In certain diseases of the brain 
forcible or projectile vomiting is 
one of the signs. Abscess or bleed- 
ing in the brain or tumor, as well 
as disturbance of the circulation 
of the brain, may produce the ‘most 
distressing vomiting, extremely dif- 
ficult to control, 

There is a form of vomiting 
called “juvenile vomiting’ found 
among overworked school children. 
%It is met in run-down and nervous 
young people and is undoubtedly 
hysterical in origin. This rather 
rare symptom is obstinate and hard 
to overcome. 


In seasickness we have another | 


silment in which yomiting is the 
terrible symptom. Disturbance of 
certain parts of the internal ear 
may cause similar trouble. 

I have observed serious vomit- 
ing produced by eyestrain, either 
from the need of glasses or be- 
cause of lack of balance in the 
muscles of the eyeball. Absence 
of team work in the eyes has 
caused nausea and violent vomit- 
ing. 

The vomiting of pregnancy is 3 


familiar example of reflex disturb- 
ance. Disease of the womb or ova- 
ries may cause it. The passing of 
gallstones is another factor. 

The diet must be restricted to 
very smal] quantities of clear broth, 
ice-cold milk, ice-cold white of egg, 
or soft-boiled egg. Sometimes food 
must be omitted entirely. 

Toast water, made by pouring 
boiling water on toast and strain- 
ing of the fluid, may be retained. 

A few sips of ice-cold cham- 
pagne will stop some attacks of 
vomiting. Strong tea is helpful 
at times. 

Clear lemon juice, strained and 
served cold, may be held. 

If food. is not retained rectal 
teeding may be resorted to in pro- 
tracted cases. 

Holding ice in the mouth is a 
simple procedure which may arrest 
the vomiting. 

Mest in bed, a hot-water bag to 
the feet and cold compresses to the 
abdomen may control.
